Godowskv Recital 
Musical Event 
Of the Season 


Though small in stature, quiet and 
unassuming, Leopold Godowsky 
brought musical Edmonton to his fect 
from almost the first soul pervading 
tone which thrilled the crowded audi- 
| torum of McDougall church, Saturday 
| night. 
| here was not the least doubt but 
| that Godowsky is one, if not the finest, 
pianist before the world today. 

It seemed aa if there was nothing 
in the whole range of technical in- 
tricacy, Or exactness that composers 
have invented, which he could not ac- 
complish with tne utmost ease and 
grace. 

He is an artist of supend equipment. 
He plays with perfect technique, a 
legato marvelous in its equality and 
wonderful dynamics, 
| dis clarity of tone, especially 

the soft passages, was marvelous, 

The group of well-known and be- 
loved Chopin numbers was rendered 
with such tonal exquisiteness, almost 
unbelievable, The runs, whether sim- 
ple scales, thirds or octaves, fairly 
purled from his finger tips and were 
of amazing clarity. 

Impressive poise and rave beauty of 
tone marked his work throughout, Es- 
pecially delightful was the rich work 
of the left hand. This number appar- 
ently so easy to perform, deft the audi- 
ence overwhelmed with admiration 
and joy. 

Every number was of a tuneful na- 
| ture, thereby including the humblest 
musician, showing a master mind in 
choosing for the pleasure of ‘this audi- 
ence and not for a display of adroit- 
ness. 

Adjectives fail to \express all that 
was felt when Godowsky played 
“Campanella (Poganini-Liszt), and 
the Schubert Tausig “Military March,” 
Sufflcce it to say that the rendering 
was incomparable. 

His last group was one of sheer de- 
| ght and despite that he had been 

playing for two solid hours, the audi- 
ence, at the conclusion, was wildly en- 
thusiastlc and applauded repeatedly. 

To a great many the “ Jeux d’'Hau"” 
(‘Frolic of the Waters’), by Ravel, 
was the choice of the program, a mu- 
| sical picture, showing Godowsky's 
soul-satisfying taste, and a keen sense 
of the Imaginative and the poetic.
